Tho Qeologict.1 party intend roturning by way 
of Cariboo ; so you can look out for him oa 
their return, whict will be in a couple of 
moDtfas. I will hear further partioalars on the 
15th October, as I expect another train in from 
tho Bockie's, and I will write yon.

If a woman had such, a case against a man aa 
that reported of Mr. Wiltshire against Miss Hart, 
in tho Melbourne Argua, she might calculate on 
geUing pretty stiff damages. The plaintilTa con- 
stancy at least'doservcd some recognition. The 
case is as follows: "An action of an unusual char- 
acter was tried in tbcSuprcme Court yesterday, 
■Wiltshire vs. Occleston and wife, in which the 
plaintiff, a compositor, who had been jilted by his 
aweetneart, claimed damages from his fiances and 
her husband. 'Wiltshire is an American and 
about thirty years of ago, who came to this colony 
about the year 18G5, and obtaintd temporary em- 
ployment in the Government Printing OIHce, at 
wanes X 3 1.53 per week. He met Mrs. Occleston. 
then Mins Hart, a young girl of twenty, and em- 
ployed in a sewing-i^iachinc shop. With her ho 
struck up an acquaintancs, and .anknown to her 
father, although apparenlly nilh the knowledge 
of tho mother, ho paid his addreses to her. 
TUey met only once at Mr. Hart's house, their 
other'mcetings being apparently when she was 
going homo Irom work, or in tho Fitzroy gar- 
dens, or in a neighbour's house; and at last about 
the lime she eame of agfr, she engaged herself 
to him. Miss Hart had apparently some dread 
of her father, for she would not allow the matter 
to bo mentioned to him, and Wiltshire foolishly 
consen'cd lo keep all information from him. 
Miss Hart could not muster up enough courage 
to be married in 'V^ictoria and it was ai?reed that 
Wiltshire sheuld return to San Franciseo, obtain 
eniploymont, secuTe a home for his intended wif«, 
and when ho had done so she would follow him. 
Bbo did not howevtr caro lo run awar without 
ber father's consent, and she told Mr." Hart of 
tbo engagement, when he immediatly forbade her 
going to California on a fool's errand, but after 
a few mouths consented to the marrigc, and after 
a few more months impoied the condition that 
Wilishire should return to this oolony and 
have the ceremony performed here. Miss Hart 
during her lovcr's'absenoe, kept up an impassion- 
ed corroipondsnce wiih him till a month before 
eho broke off iho engagement. In ber Utters she 
called him her dear|old man, ber hunband, descri- 
bing herself ns his dear old girl, and his wife, 
but in her last letter cooled down to " my dear 
Ur. Wiltshire." He could not understand this 
last letter and came over for an explanation, «rhen 
he found sho had been married some months pre- 
viously. He then demanded compcntati on for 
outlay, but this WdS refused him, although his 
presents were r«ttirned, Mr. 'Jtiatice Baray, who 
iriod the case, direttcd a verdict for tbe plaintifT, 
but plainly intimated lhat the lowest possible dam- 
ago3 would sufHce, The jury were disinclincu to 
give tl-e plaintiir even a farthing, and returned 
a verdict for the defendant, Mrs. Occleston Was 
not examined, as aha had lately been confined. 

Ab OntUw'sLast Rampage 

The St. Louis Democrat has an account of 
a terrible affair that occurred at Harrisouville, 
Cats county, Missouri, on ■aturdar last. Tom 
Sabine, a noted character and an old bushwhack- 
er, who lived a short distanc* from Harrisonville, 
went into town and got bracy drunk, aad aet law 
and order at utter defiance. 

He first fired a revolver at a man working on 
a new building, but without effect. He tlien went 
into a lawyer's ofhcc and shot at an old mtji 
named Butler also without effect- 
Subsequently he traversed tho awnings in front 
of the nhols block of stores, brandishing his 
pistol, and passed through a second story window 
into the mayor's ollice and dccendtd to the streo 
where hn found a poise of citiziins, called by the 
r^ity Marshal to assist in arrestiag him. 

He fired into the crowd mortally wounding a 
farmer named Haynea. Two or three shots were 
here fireda] Sabine without effeot. The desperado 
then walkad to Uoston's drug store, where he 
ihot Mr. Butter, tbe gentleman he fired at in 
the lawyer's eifice, hitting him directly above the 
the eye, tho ball entering the brain. He lived bat 
half an hour. 

Tvvo or three more shots were then fired at 
Sabine without bitting him, Diit as he turned 
rimiid to seo who liai fired ono of the 
.Marshal's posRc stepped into the street and fired 
a charRO of birdshol into his Taee. Sabine attcinp- 
tfd to return tbe fire, but before ho could aim his 
revolver a load of bcukshoi from tho same gun 
was tired into his body, aud tbe murderer fell 
nJ died in about twenty minutes.
